livestock, then we are in for high- 
priced meat not only next spring but 
for three or four years to come. It 
takes that long to make a substantial 
gain in livestock numbers.

The drouth this year virtually wip- 


ed out the burdensome part of Amer- 
ica's wheat surplus. 


Experts tell us one more disaster 


like that would take away the needed 
surplus .and bring us close to famine. 


Wheat stocks, unlike cattle, can be 


built up quickly, and at first glance 
there wouldn't seem to be much prom- 
ise of a true boom on the wheat farms. 


But this has happened: In North 


Dakota and other semi-arid wheat 
areas the farmers have drained marsh- 
lands and accidentally destroyed the 
.sub-surface water supply. In North 
Dakota the water-level has dropped 
.lown too far to be reached by the 
wheat roots. Thousands of acres in 
that country have been condemned for 
wheat-growing purposes for several 
years to come—leaving the promise of 
a boom in wheat for the farmers of 
more fertile regions that depend on' 
rain rather than sub-surface water.

consigned to. the national pool is'un- 
certain since the proceeds from, sales 
from the pool will be made propor- 
tionately. 


The unsold certificates will be re- 


turned and may be used another year 
provided the Bankhead act is m ef- 
fect 


Further information on these cer- 


tificate values, as given in a letter 
from Director Warburton, is as fol- 
lows: 


"There seems to be an impression 


among cotton farmers in certain sec- 
tions that they will be able to sell all 
surplus certificates which they hold 
under the Bankhead Act. at the rate 
of ?20 per bale. 


"The recent crop estimate indicates 


that certain states will produce 1,639,- 
474 bales of cotton less than their al- 
lotments under the Bankhead Act and 
that certain other states will produce 
approximately 431,233 bales more than 
their allotments under the Bankhead 
Act. 
From this, you can clearly see 


that there will not be a market for 
more than approximately 400,000 bales 
of usrplus certificates. 


"The Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 


ministration desires to be perfectly 
frank with the holders of certificates 
with reference to this matter and is 
very anxious to avoid having certif-

While 
in. bed you should keep warm, but not 
hot. The danger in overheating the 
body, is the possibility of chilling, with 
the-onset of another cold. 


Because the lips and the nose may 


b& irritated, lubrication in the form of 
simple ointments may be applied. 
Sometimes stimulation of the circu- 
lation of the blood is attempted by 
placing the feet in hot mustard baths 
aad by rubbing irritants- on the skin.

tle, if any, harm. There is no good 
evidence to establish the use of nose 
and throat antiseptics.

Caution Urged in 


Cotton Transfers 


Tax-Exemption C e r t i f i - 


cates Can Be Traded 
Only Within County 


Cotton producers nrc Again urged 


lo be cnreful about the transfer of 
tax-exemption certificates under the 
regulations, says Frank J. Hill, assis- 
tant in cotton adjustment. 


They con be transferred only from 


producer to producer within the coun- 
ty. The person offering for sale must 
htivo ginned all cotton on thc farm 
covered by such certificates nnd make 
a statement that the certificates of- 
fered for sale arc surplus and are 
not needed to procure bale tags for 
cotton grown by or for himself dur- 
ing the crop year 1934. These regu- 
lations must be strictly carried out, 


The following telegram has been 


received by thc county agent from E. 
D. White, chairman of the state allot- 
ncnt board: 


"Thc following wire has been re- 


ceived from Mr. Cobb: 
'Please ad- 


vise at once all county officials In 
charge cotton program and otherwise 
give us wide publicity as prfsiblc to 
following. Regulations especially scc- 
:ions 101 to IOC provide only ways in 
which cotton tax exemption certifi- 
cates may be lawfully transferred or 
assigned. Any transfer or assignment 
not in accordance with regulations 
is illegal and in such case both the 
person disposing of certificate 
and 


parly acquiring it are subject to pen- 
alty in section 14 E of Act for viola- 
tion of regulations for each certificate 
involved and such certificate is sub- 
ject lo cancellation. No one is en- 
titled to possession of certificates ex- 
cept cotton producers and transfer is 
legal only us above stated to enable 
growers to use certificates in ginning 
and marketing this years crop—E. D. 
While, Chairman."

Food Prices Show 


Drop Since April 


Meat Makes Largest De- 


cline From Peak of 


Last Spring 


WASHINGTON—(/P)-nie first drop 


since April in tho cost of stocking the 
family larder was reported Friday by 
the Labor Department for the two 
weeks ended September 2H. 


The same amount of food that cost 


$1 at retail in 1913 cost $1.16 during 
those two weeks, compared with $1.07 
a year ago and ?1 two years ago. In 
September, 1929, the same amount cost 
$1.60. 


Meats showed the greatest decline 


—l.fi per cent—of any of the 
food 


groups when compared with the pre- 
vious two weeks. Dairy products al- 
so dropped. Cereals went up. The 
group including coffee, tea, sugar and 
the like dropped slightly. 


When prices in individual 
cities 


were compared with those of two 
years ago, increases ranged from 8.3 
per cent in Chicago to 25.5 per cent in 
Detroit.
